Tbe Author Compelled to Ll«tea to 


Quotation* From HI* "American 
Note*," AVliIcl? HI* Entertainers All 
Curried In Their Poclt«t*. 
"I recollect ft little dinner for four that 


was gheu in 1808 at the old Deimonieo 
place iu Fourteenth street. New York," 
said one ot the veterans among "VVasbing- 
ton clubmen. "1 was not a participant iu 
that dinner, being ,not much, more than a 
lad 
I the time, but witb three other 


young chaps of my own aTge I watched 
and overheard the fun from a nearby 
table. 


"Charles Dlckeno wa» the central figure 


in this feed for four. Jt was after he hiH 
made his second lecturing tour of the 
United States. You will recall how be rip- 
ped this country up tbe back 'in his 
'American Notes,' published after he had 
made us his first visit la 1842 and how 
cheap.be felt over that book lor the re- 
mainder of his life. He felt particularly 
cheap when he came back to us in 1808. 
and we poured coals of fire upon his bead 
b5 giving him a" splendid reception. He 
declared privately at that time that his 
'American Notes' and the digs at the 
United States contained in 'Martin Chuz- 
zlewit' had'been 'the merest very youth- 
ful, frothing at .the mouth,' to employ his 
own, .words, and at n bijr dinner given to 
him by the newspaper men on his return 
to New York from his last lecturing tour 
he gallantly and. I belie\e, sincerely tool; 
back everything lie had ever written 
about this country and made au especial 
arrangement with his publishers that the 
speech of apology which be made on this 
occasion should forever be included as au 
appendix to the 'American Notes' nnd 
'Martin ChuzzU-wit.'

He drifted into 
some rather tine topic, I forget what it 
wtts, and in something less than no tirno 
he was discoursing like any Cicero or Dty 
mosthenes, while the three wits pretend- 
ed, to hang upon his utterances with open 
mouths. 


"Then when Dickens had reached a so- 


norous period Charley Osborne suddenly 
reached into his coat pocket, pulled out 
his'own private copy of 'American Notes,' 
tnVted to a .page where the leaf was turn- 
ed down, solemnly rose in bis place aud 
motioned for silence auJ began to road 
witlrm splendid mimicry of the voice and 
gestures of a tragedian from Dickens' de- 
scription of the falls of Niagara. You 
will remember that while that's a pretty 
good piece of writing it's considerably 
overdone, as Dickens himself confessed 
afterward.

"Well, the effect was very funny. Os- 


borrie and Travers and Jerome rumpled 
up their hair nnd pretended to be In 
ecsfacies over tbe beauties of the descrip- 
tion as poured forth in Osborne's deep, 
resonant bnss. nnd they scowled horribly 
at Dickens wuen the novelist leaned back 
in his wnt and howled witb mirth.
